Into Sand, Main Deck 


Under Water 


' LOS ANGELES.—(#>)—Although al 
passengers are safe, concern was ex- 
pressed in messages from salvage op- 
erators Sunday that 
the 
coastwise 


steamer Harvard, aground since early 
Saturday at Point Arguello, north of 
here, may become a total loss. 


AH but one of the vessel's holds ap- 


peared to be punctured, the ship has 
settled deep into the sand and the aft 
main deck is under five feet of water, 
according to a radio message from R 
B. Gardner, in charge of salvaging op- 
erations. 


Gardner, wirelessing from the Pea- 


qock, one of the three tugs standing 
by, declared the Harvard "will. not 
stand any bad weather," 


Salvagable cargo was being trans- 


ferred Sunday from the stricken ves- 
sel to the tugs. Several days prob- 
ably will elapse before an effort can 
be made to float the ship, which, with 
500 passengers aboard, lost their bear- 
ings and ran aground during foggy 
weather on a holiday trip from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles. 


The passengers were removed safely 


and brought to Los Angeles Saturday 
night by the new United States cruis- 
er Louisville, which, undergoing her 
acceptance trials, was 140 miles dist- 
ant when the first SOS was heard 
and raced to the Harvard's aid. 


The Tugs Homer and Peacock and 


the coast guard cutter Tamaroa stood 
by the Harvard throughout the night 
and were joined Sunday by the tug 
Commissioner from San Pedro. 


With a government inquiry due to 


start at San Pedro Monday officials 
of the Los Angeles Steamship com- 
pany, operator of the Harvard, assign- 
ed no cause for the wreck. There is 
no way of determining at present, 
they said, the amount of damage.
